For 1 do not doubt that the people

of the United States will wish the
Democratic party to coutinue in con-
trol of the government, They are not
In the halit of rejecting those who
bave nctinlly served them for those
who arve making doubtful and con
Jectural promises of service. Least of
all are they likely to substitute those
who promised to render them particn
lar services and proved false to that

his best markets are and how to get nt
then.

The workingmen of Amerlca have
been given a verltable emanieipation
by the legal recognition of a man's li-
bor as part of his life und not u mere
marketable commodity, by exempting
lubor orgunlzations from processes of
the courts which trented their mem-
bers llke fractional parts of mobs and
not ke aecessible and responsible in-
dividuals, by releasing our seamen
from iuvoluntary servitude, by making
adequate provision for compensation
for industrial sccidents, by providing
sultable machinery for mediation snd
conciliation in industrial disputes and
by puttlng the feders! department of
lubor at the disposal of the working-
man when in gearch of work.

Our recont pursult of Lundits into
Mexicun terrlitory waus no violation of
that principle.  'We ventured to enter
Mexienn tertitory only becuuse thern

lence, and we have committed there no
Eingle act of hostility or Interference
even with the soverelen autharity of
the republic of Mexico hesself, It was
2 pluln case of the violatlon of our own
soverelgnty swhich could not walt to be
vindieated by damages and for which
there was no other remidy.
